Strange how such a trio conspir- 
to distrub the even tenor of a 
community, in a series of consecu- 
tive event taking place over a per- 
iod of three days. Nevertheless, 
these in the above order, have fur- 
nished excitement for Jefferson- 
town for several days past. 

Sunday night about 11 o'clock, 
several young people riding in an 
ttomible came .through town; 
eaning to stop in front ef the 
Oatey Drug Co., the young lady 
driver headed in, off the Public 
Square, toward the store. There 
•was another car standing at the 
curb, alongside of which she appa- 
rently intended parking. It seems 
that the driver barely grazed the 
car at the cung, and becoming con- 
fused got mixed up in applying 
brakes and stepping on the accel- 
erator. At any rate, issteaU of 
stopping at the curb, the car plung- 
ed on across the sidewalk, With 
the assistance of Kramer Prell, 
owner of the car, who was on 
the front seat, the young lady man- 
aged to stop the car Is time to keep 
from breaking the plate glass win- 
dow, although parts of the front of 
the car struck the brick wa'l be- 
neath the glass, crumpling it and 
knocking the entire window several 
inches out of line. 

All the young people escaped in- 
jury, though they, for an instant, 
were possessed with the fear that 
they were goisg tp ride right on 
through the plate glass window in- 
to the drug store.

Between 8 and 9 o'clock Tuesday 
morning Town Marshal R. C. Smith 
told a crowd of colored fellows 
loitering on the corner of Main and 
Market street, 
move on. Several started to com- 
ply with the marhal's orders, while 
one of the number started giving 
him some back talk, where-upon the 
officer started marching his prison- 
er down tne street to arraign him 
before Police Judge C. S. Riley. 
The negro, Raymond Tolbert, tak- 
ing exceptions to being taken into 
custody, suddenly attacked the of- 
ficer, knocking him to the ground 
and beating bim up rather 
ly. According to eyewitnesses, the 
negro even kicked Mr. Smith. 

The marshal received a number 
of bruises on his face 
treated by Drs. J. R. Shacklette and 
W. F. Stucky. Dr. Stucky is broth- 
crinlaw to Mr. Smith and is a" 
chairman of the Town Council. 

Former Town Marshal Willis 
Simpson was sworn into immediate 
service as peace officer of the town 
until Marshal Smith is able t o 
turn to his duties.

Council Asks Commission 
To Repair State Road Here 

A committee from the Town Council 
of Jeffersontown went before the State 
Highway Commission, .at Frankfort, 
Tuesday, with the request that the 
commission assume the upkeep of that 
portion of State Highway No. 165 which 
merges Into Main, Market and Shelby 
Streets, within the town limits. 

They were cordially received br the 
commission, but were told that the 
state appropriation for Jefferso n Coun 
ty during 1982 WMtf ' probably all be 
required on the reconstruction of the 
Louisville and Cincinnati Highway, or 
the upper river road. They explained 
to the committee, however, that it was 
the intention of the highway body to 
take over the upkeep of this and other 
such highways running through incor- 
porated towns of the state as soo n as 
sufficient funds were in hand to enable 
them to bear the cost. 

A state law was passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly a few yeart ago pro- 
viding for the maintenance 'of state 
roads passing through towns of this 
size, within the corporate limits. Sev-

Checks On "Bank of Con- 
fidence" Put In Circu- 
lation Here. 

tlve ISSUED AS EXPERIMENT 



The "Bank of Confidence" was 
opened in Jeffersostown Tuesday 
night. 

Merchants and other local public 
spirited citizens, in as effort to ac- 
celerate commerce and to stimu- 
late the circulation of money, pay 
bills and inspire confidence in the 
community, met in the Jefferson 
and voted to issue script in the 
form of checks drawn on the "Bank- 
of Confidence." Notices had been 
sent out and some 25 or 30 men 
gathered to discuss the idea, which 
is patterned after one used in an 
experiment tried out >n the state 
of Florida several years ago, and 
which was said to have been pro- 
ductive of good results in th e stim- 
ulation of trade and in settlement 
of slow accounts. 

A. B. Wigginton, former Florida 
resident, had known of the plan 
and had suggested Jhat- it te adapt- 
ed to the local situation. J. W. 
Robinson, propietor of the Jeffer- 
sontown Garage, acted as chairman 
of the meeting and was chosen as 
permanent chairman of the cr.n- 
mittee in charge of the details of 
the plan. C. F. Jasper., of the firm 
of C. F. Jasper ar-a Sons, was made 
a member and designated treasurer, 
while Mr. Wigginton was elected 
secretary. 

The plan, details of which were 
discussed at the meeting, consists 
merely in issuing checks by certain 
individuals approved by the com- 
mittee. It was agreed that the 
checks be kept in circulation thirty 
days or until July 1, when another 
ill be caHed and at which 



In the meantime It 

expected that this 
medium of exchange will be kept 
'on the move". Practically all of' 
the local merchants, most of whom 
were present, have agreed to honor 
the checks and in turn to pass 
to the other local people, 
or to whomsoever will honor them. 

The amount of the checks is 
Ignited to $1 and no individual or 
firm will be permitted to put more 
than five in circulation.

Hoard's Dairyman carries a graphically illustrated stor- of th ( 
importance of cow testing and culling in its current issue. The 
drawing pictures 23 cows giouped around a concise statement 
their records for a given period of time. 

The herd taken as a whole is said to have provided $850 for 
the farm family's living- The ten best cows actually netted $985 
according to the individual tests made; but the thirteen low pro- 
ducers ate up $135 of the profits made by!the better cows. 

Such a situation exists in far 
too many instances throughout 
the dairy industry. There is lit- 
tle enough profit in producing 
milk today, under the most favor- 
able conditions. Now is the time 
of all times, to get rid of boarder 
cows- Every animal should be 
made to pay its way if at all 
possible. 

The sketch referred to above 
should be hung in every dairy 
barn. It is an item of equipment 
that isn't mentioned in the new 
Louisville Milk Ordinance but it 
certainly means a lot to the pro- 
ducers who are feeding cows that 
are not up to the standard of 
production.

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THE MERICAN BEAN BEETLE 



Already, gardeners, concerned 
about foliage injury to their beans, 
arc beginning to write in to learn 
whether any new method for con- 
trolling the Mexican bean beetle 
has been developed. Not all of the 
injury is the work of the Mexican 
beetle, but most of it is caused by 
the spotted cucumber beetle and 
mtliL] n bean beetle. The way 



the Mexican beetle maki 
holes, the leaf veins intact, the 
other two, roundish holes, with thte 
leaf tissue eaten clean. 

Generally the cucumber beetle 
and the southern beetle are not 
dangerous pests, for they stay only 
a while, and the beans grow out of 
danger. In a slow season such as 
we are having it may be advisable, 
however, to check them. This is 
done by dusting or spraying with 
the controls about to be described.

Most of the trouble experienced 
in controlling th* Mexican be»n 
beetle results from starting too 
late. The time to begin the appli- 
cation of the dust or spray is when

These will be found about a 1 

after the first over-wintering adults 
have been, observed. The adults 
come to the first beans after the 
weather has gotten consistently 
warm, though it is well to keep a 
sharp lookout as soon as the beans 
come up. 

Definitely stated, this is the pro- 
cedure on any planting of beans: 
watch closely for the first adults; 
then, look for egg-clusters, and 
dust or spray, immediately, cover- 
ing the under sides of the leaves. 
TEN days later, whether the beans 
seem to need it or not, dust or 
spray again. The duster or sprayer 
must have an upturned nozzle," so 
that the under sides of leaves may 
be covered. Two dustings given on 
such a schedule have (,'ivcn 93 per- 
cent control in demonstrations 
many times repeated." 

Because of the tenderness of 
bean foliage, special dusting and 
spraying materials should be used. 
Of many combinations tried, this Is 
the best dust: calcium arsenate, 1 
pound; sulphur, 1 pound; ana fine 
lime, 4 pounds. 

Twenty-four pounds will dust 
acre of beans; 1 pound will co 
from 200 to 300 feet of row, 
applied with a hand duster. 

The safest spray material 

rate of 1 pound to 50 gallons 
water, or 1 tablespoonful to 1 ( 
Ion. Fifty to 75 gallons of spray 
are needed properly to cover 
acre of beans; 1 gallon will spray 
approximately 175 feet of row. 

Those who do not care to mix 
the dust will find it for sale already 
mixed. Most of Yhe prepared bean 
beetle dusts follow the proportions 
given above, but it is well to scru- 
tinize the formula, always printed 
on the container, to see that about 
one-sixth of the mixture is calcium 
arsenate, to insure killing power 
and safety from leaf-burning.

Poultry Profitable 

Even At Low Prices 



methods made money from 
chickens last winter, despite low 
pricep, according to reports of 
demonstration flock owners. One 
hundred and eighty-eight farmers 
who cooperated with county agents 
and the College of Agriculture in 
demonstrating the value of good 
management made an average pro- 
fit of 42 cents per hen in the four 
winter months of November, De- 
cember, January and February. 

The 188 flocks contained a total 
of 21,610 hens. The v produced 
average of 38 eggs per hen in .... 
four months' period. The 188 
farmers received a total of $18,082 
for eggs and chickens culled out 
and sold for meat. Seventy-one 
percent of the income was for eggs. 
Cheap feed enabled most of the 
farmers to produce eggs at a low 
cost, in some instances for less than 
5 cents a dozen. 

Due to the low price of eggs and 
the comparatively good price for 
poultry and meat, the general farm 
breeds returned a profit of 10 cents 
more per bird than was obtained 
from the strictly egg producing 



Records Reveal 

Farm Situation 

Approximately half of the 300 
farmers whose bookkeeping records 
were summarized at the College of 
Agriculture, University of Ken- 
tucky, made a net income last year 
greater than 5 percent on an aver- 
age investment of $15,000. 

The 300 records gathered by the 
College revealed successful farmers 
in every section of the state last 
year. Some were general farmers, 
while others were dairymen, poul- 
try raisers, truck farmers and fruit 
growers. 

One poultry raiser made 5 per- 
cent on his investment and $600 
in addition, last year.

Heat in Poultry House 

A friend of ours Interested In the 
ventilation of poultry bouses asked us 
recently If we thought the tempera- 
ture of the average household refrig- 
erator was too cold for a hen to do 
pood work In. We replied that we 
thought it would be too cold. 

He, having checked up on the mat- 
ter, reminded us that the optimum 
temperature for a poultry house Is 4o 
degrees to 50 degrees F. and that the 
average household refrigerator Is sel- 
dom lower than 45 degrees F. unless 
It be an electric plant set to freeze 

This leads us to believe that if one 
ran keep the temperature of his poul- 
try house from going much below 40 
degices F. In the winter time, the egii 
production will not be disturbed very 
much, provided, of course, the hens are 
properly fed.— Hoard's Dairyman.

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INTENSIVE FIGHT 

Pershing Urge. Organised 
Front to Combat Racke- 
teering and Similar Evil*. 



Local committees oi women to 
fight racketeering, kidnapping, ex- 
tortion and other organized criminal 
activities are being suggested in 
many American towns and cities as 
. a result of General Pershing's re- 
cent appeals for an intensive drive 
against the crime problem. The 
General himself haa volunteered to 
serve aa an honorary member 
Buch committees. 

"The ability of the underworld to 
terrorise society lies in the fact that 
it is thoroughly organised, while so- 
ciety ia not," declares General 
Pershing in the American Magaiine. 
At present if is more the gang 
against the individual than, other- 
wise. Why should we not form 
neighborhood and community com- 
mittees, so that the gang will find 
itself confrontod with an organiza- 
tion larger and stronger than 
selfT" 

Such committees of women, Gen- 
eral Pershing argues, could force 
prompt action by the authorities. 
"Suppose a neighbor of yours gets 
a kidnapping threat," he explains, 
"or a merchant is visited by a gang- 
ster who tries to extort tribute from 
him, or a section of the town 
perienced a series of holdups. 
the individual citizen goes to the 
police station or city hall and fi " 
to get satisfaction, possibly beca 
of an alliance between officials « 
the underworld, he is powerless. 

"But if the neighborhood commit- 
tee stands roady, at the very first 
threat of gangster activity within 
its borders, to take common action 
against the invasion, the picture 
changes. The threatened jnan im- 
mediately summons all his trusted 
friends, who advise with the neigh- 
borhood committee. Representing 
the militant citizenship of its com- 
munity, it could demand positive 
action by the police and by the city 
authorities. 

"Coimmittees of this kind would 
bo vigilance committees, not in the 
old sense, but in the sense that they 
would be ever viligsnt in the pro- 
tection of rights and the perform- 
ance of civic duties. I would con- 
sider it an honor to serve on such 
a committee myself. 

"These committees would serve 
many other purposes beyond the 
suppression of racketeering. They 
would present a united front 
against the grafting of officials.
